Men have lo be fully fit and cer¬ 
tified as capable of carrying oul the 
full range of duties of their rates, 
alloat as well as ashore. They must 
be ready to lake their turn of foreign 
and sea service and cannot expect any 
concession on account of their age. 
And if it is found that a man is 
getting past his job. he may have to 
leave before the end of his engage¬ 
ment.

In the first place, the younger men 
themselves will now have the chance 
of a long career in the Service. We 
do not pretend that there will be no 
effect on advancement, but we have 
looked into this carefully and arc 
satisfied that any delay in advance¬ 
ment will he small. For example, in 
the Seaman Branch, if as many as 
30 C.P.O.s were to re-engage every 
year for live years, the average age 
of advancement would rise bv only 
six months.

T HE Admiralty recently announced the reintroduclion of the "Sixth-Five" 
engagement (to complete 32 years' penvionablr service! which has been 
in abeyance for some years. For the benefit of readers who may be wondering 
just how Ibis affects them. “Navy News" pul some questions to the Director 
General of Manpower in the Admiralty. 


What it behind the reintroduclion 
of the Sixth-Five engagement? 

Director General of Manpower.— 
First, we want M give to those now- 
in the Service, and to those con¬ 
sidering entering the R.N. and the 
R.M. m the future, the chance of as 
near as possible to a lifelong career. 
And secondly, so much time and 
ctfort has to be expended in produc¬ 
ing the highly trained and skilled 
senior rating of tislay thal it is ob¬ 
viously in the Navy's interest to retain 
some ol them a little longer. 

I\ the Sixth-Five ••pen to everyone? 

Yes. provided he has completed 25 
vcars’ rcckonablc service. Rut. of 
course, sonic branches can do with 
more re-engagements than others. In 
branches which have over-bearings or 
in which advancement is likely lo be 
blocked, re engagement will have to 
be restricted and then, naturally, pre¬ 
ference will be given to the men with 
the best Service records. The Ad¬ 
miralty Fleet Order gave an indica¬ 
tion of present requirements, but the 
position could change quite quickly 
»nd it is always worth applying. 

PENSION NEARLY DOUBLED 

What are the advantage! of re-en- 
gaging for a Sixth Five? 

First, continued employment for 
live years, and. secondly, a much in¬ 
creased pension and terminal grant at 
the end of it. Both pension and ter¬ 
minal grant after 32 years arc very 
nearly double what a man would get 
if he retired after his 22 years, as you 
can sec from this table:
